A.—Property is assessed and
exemptions ‘allowed as of the
first Monday in March. Subse-
quent changes in ownership do
not affect the assessment for
the current fiscal year.

Q.—I have just received my
tax bill and on it is a purple
stamip “Sold for Taxes.,” What
is the significance bf this
stamp? :

A.~—Some portion of the tax
for the fiscal year, ending with
the date shown on the stamp,
is i and the Red
tion Division of the Tax.Collec-
tor's qffice should be contacted
to .ascertain the amdéunt nec-
essary to redeem.

Q~—“I purchased this' prop-
erty, Please change the name
on the bill so I can pay it.”

A.—The Tax Collector cannot
change the name on a tax. bill
Such change must be made by
the Assessor, and request: for

the last Monday in May. The
taxpayer should check the legal
description and if correct for
the propertv which he owns, he

should make payment of the
bill as rendeyed and file a
statement next year to have
the name changed.

Q~May remittances be
mailed in?

A.—Yes, but do not send cash
through the mail. All remit.
tances are sent at the risk of
the sender. Payments should be
made by money order, personal
check or bank checks. Receipts
will be delayed about three
weeks, and as long as six weeks
during the rush periods. Please
bear ‘this in’' mind and do not
write or call' for receipts until
this time has clapsed as " all
receipts are mailed as soon as
possible. Always be sure to en-
close the entiré bill when re.
mitting. Do not tear stubs from
the statement.

Q- ~What shall I do if my
bill is not mailed to me on
Nov. 1t " -

A—~If bills are not received
by Nov. 10 either call in person

at the office of the County Tax
Collector or write to that office,
